How the Route Runs. 


Commencing at the east end of Round 


lake, just north of the cemetery, where 
the lake extends over into Smith town- 
ship, you come to a hill perhaps thirty 
feet higher than Round lake, hardly half 
a mile in length; then you come to Mud 
run, which rises in Noble county, flows 
south until its reaches this point, and 
then flows almost directly east until it 
meets Blue river, flowing directly west 
from the northwest corner of Blue Inke. 
When Blue river meets Mud run it flows 
south, leaving a perfect cast and west

The names of candi- 
dates chosen in the primaries must be 
iiihlished. All ordinances for franchises, 


hlic grants and privileges must be 


extensively published. Ordinances pro- 
posed for initiative must be published. 
Petitions for recall and elections based 
thereon must he completely advertised. 
Nothing is done in the dark. There is 
no shadow, hole or cranny in the entire 
business system of government that can 
offer a hiding place for crookedness or a 
refuge for crooks. The people cannot be 
kept in ignorance'of what is going on in 
their government. 
They are in touch 


with it all the time. Any citizen who 
does not constantly know of the proceed- 
ings and proposals in the administration 
and of the conduct of each official will 
have only himself to blame. The charter 
for the business system of government, in 
conserving ^t.he welfare of the city, its 
people and "their interests, provides every 
safeguard that publicity can give.

In swinging the 
ax the young man struck a clothes 
line nnd the heavy tool girnwi oft" and 
struck Clark on the head, within an 
eighth of an inch of the scar he'received 
through the fall from the scaffold.

was unconscious 
when

mother. 


A surgeon was sent for and when he 


revived Clark the latter had lost the 
vacant stare that he had had since his 
fall. 
Clark told the surgeon his name 


and half an hour later was talking witl: 
his mother about things which he had 
not been able to remember for months.

.nswered coherently. 
Clark: however, 


could not remember any of the incidents 
of his life during the four months he 
was suffering from aphasia.

It -would hardly seem so, when - the 


immense amount of building that is go- 
ing on in Fort Wayne alone is consid- 


-ered. Architects and contractors all say 


that, they are just as busy as they can 
be, but notwithstanding, the season is" 
. not an extraordinary one. 


To show the varous sta'ges of construc- 


tion .on some "of the larger and more im- 
portant buildings that are being erected, 
The Sentinel's photographer snapped a 
number of the structures- during the 
week, showing them as they appear now. 
In the pictures on.- this "page eight 
buildings are presented, and the. com- 
bined total cost of their construction runs 


• up to .the neat sum .of $375,000. How- 
.' efery.this sum is but 'a small 'share.of 


the total amount that will be spent dur- 
ing thisN building season in the city of 
Fort "Wayne; 


Smaller buildings by the-score in dif- 


ferent-sections of the city, and numerous 
dwelling houses that are being erected 
on all the residence streets, are serving 
to keep the building laborers employee 
and the contractors busy securing enough 
of them to complete their contracts on 
contract time. 


Hundred Men on Some Buildings. 
When it is considered' that 
between 


seventy-five andXone hundred men are 
kept employed all the time-on a build 
ing that costs in the neighborhood o; 
$100,000, one can'readily understand tin 
great demand for building laborers in 
this'city. Of the buildings shown above 
two'of them, the new Mayflower mill 
and the St. Joseph's hospital addition 


1 will cost in the region of'that sum. am 


on both of these structures nearly a hun 
dred men have been working all th 
time. 
' On some of the other buildings a- 
average of twenty men working every 
day is considered enough to put th 
work through in ample time. The inter 
urban freight house has been erected 
in comparatively short time. 


Use Out-of-Town Laborers. 


Although the wages of all the various 


skilled laborers are at their highest point 
in years, and even the common laborers 
are demanding and receiving 25. cents 
per hour, a number of the contractors 
are being forced to go out of the city 
and bring workmen into Fort Wayne 
in order to complete the jobs. In such 
trades as that of the brickmnson. the 
plasterer, etc., there are a number of 
wandering workmen, and such 
men- 


never have any trouble in locating them- 
selves for a time at least. 


"I had two come up this morning and 


nsk for jobs as bricklayers." paid one 
contractor. "I put them both to'work, 
and found that one was a bricklayer find 
the 'other was not.v And he laid suf- 
ficient emphasis upon the "was not.'" 


For when a man vs working as a brick- 


mason in this city, he is receiving from 
60 to 75 .cents per hour for his work, 
end unless he delivers the poods he can 
hot be kept upon the pay roll very long. 
So that local contractors have learned 
toow to judge a workman in very short 
Drier, and but few ever allow any of 
Ihe wanderers to pretend falsely very 
Jong. 


CtrDtaters »r* itsceivins tbout 40 cent* 


men receive the highest pay 
varying from $8 to $12 per day. 
are only a few in that class, however, 
and they are the men who are taking 
he big chances and^who must have ex- 
lert knowledge as to all methods of 
landling the work. 


So There's Plenty to Do. 


In the eight buildings pictured above 


;here have~bcen a total probably of 350 
[ifferent 'Building laborers 
emploved 


almost since the beginning of the build- 
ng season,, and will continue to' be em- 
ployed through to the end of the sea- 
son. 
Tliis number does not 
include, 


either, the men who are doing the smaller 
jobs about the city, but who are even 
more.in demand and who are receiving 
the same rate of pay. 


In a domestic sense, .Fort Wayne is 


experiencing a real boom in the erection 
of dwelling houses.. The city, is being 
thoroughly canvassed by real estate, men 
and building constructionists, and the 
terms which are offered are so easy as 
to be really enticing, that hundreds 
of 
people are. building, their 
own 


homes, whereas they would be liv- 
ing in rented properly if they had to 
make a cash investment. Only a small 
.sura must be paid down, and the re- 
mainder in monthly installments, just 
as rent is paid, with the added equity 
that is being gained,in the property as 
each month goes on. 


So there's plenty for every one to do, 


if he will only attempt manual labor. 
Nevertheless, housewives in the city arc 
still being pestered by tramps, and just 
enough of them are sympathetic 
and 


generous to keep the tramp spirit alive 
in th« wanderers and let them realize 
that they can live without working. 


St. Joseph's Hospital. 


The picture marked No. 1 above shows 


the addition to St'. Joseph's hospital as 
it now appears. The addition is being 
erected on the northwest 
corner . of 


Berry street and Broadway,' on property 
that was purchased from the Coombs 
estate for $19.000. 
The building itself 


is expected to cost in.the neighborhood 
of $105.000. and the time set for its 
completion is the first of January, 1913. 


The addition to the hospital will con- 


sist of five stories, with the exterior fin- 
ish in pressed red brick. 
The interior 


of the structure is being very substan- 
tially bnilt wth steel trusses forming 
the support?. The floors are all to be in 
mosaic and will 'require a great deal of 
time to be laid. The new addition will 
accommodate about 105 bt'ds when com- 
pleted, which, with the 100 beds in the 
present St. Joseph's hospital building, 
wjll give a total capacity of over 200 
beds to the institution. 


The general contractor for the work 


is John Hngeman. of this city. Mr. Hajre- 
rnan let out the sub-contracts early in 
the work, and altogether they have kept 
nearly a hundred men working on the 
structure. 


Interurban Freight House. 


Interurban freight business ccntcrtoa 


in Fort Wayne has grown to such pro- i 
portions with tlie^ past fc.w years that 
the old freight house .on Pearl street is 
no longer large enough and a fine new 
modern freight house is being built just 
east of the old one. 


This new freight station 
is 
being 


erected by the Fort Wayne and Northern 


Indiana Traction company, for the use 


of all the interurban roads coining into 
Fort Wayne.

Fort Dearborn Massacre Occurred Just One Hundred Years Ago 


Patriotic Societies in Chicago Observe Centennial Anni- 


versary of Butchery in Which Brave Captain William 
Wells, Who Had Hurried from Fort Wayne With Im- 
portant Military Dispatches, Lost His Life With 
Others in Attack by Indians. 


Chicago, Aug. 17.—Chicago 
pioneers 


this week celebrated the centennial an- 
niversary of the fort Dearborn massa- 
cre, in which Capt. William Wells, who 
figured largely in the pioneer history of 
Fort Wayne, proved himself a hero, hut 
lost his "life with others of the little 
band he was attempting to pilot to safe- 
ty at fort Wayne. 


It was on August 15, 1812, that Capt. 


Kathan HeaH ordered the evacuation ot 
Fort Dearborn, and with his company, 
under the escort of Capt. William Wells 
»ud 
thirty friendly 
Miami 
Indians, 


marched south along tlie lake front on 
their way to Fort Wayne. They were at- 
tacked by a hand ot Indians at a point 
now marked by Eighteenth street, and 
twenty-six regulars, twelve militiamen, 
two women and twelve children were 
massacred. 
The Indians cut out the 


heart of Captain Wells and ate it, think- 
jug they would .become as brave us,he 
had heen. 


Mrs. Eva C. Corthell, a great-graud- 


daughtcr of Captain Wells and also a 
descendant of Little Turtle, one" of the 
most famous of early Indian chcftains, 
came to Chicago from her home in 1'lor- 
U'v to attend the exercises with her sis- 
ter, Airs. W. H. Thornton, 2045 Gladys 
avenue. 


Chicijo's Share of War of i8ia. 


The Fort Dearborn massacre was Chi- 


cago's share of the war of 1812. Captain 
Nathan Heald h&d succeeded Captain 
Whistler in command at the post, anc 
when the war broke out he received a 
vmtteu order from his superior, Genera' 
Hull,' of Detroit, to abandon Fort Dear 
born and retire to the better-equipped 
post at Fort Wayne. He was command 
td to destroy all arms and ammunition 
give the goods in the "factory" to the 
friendly Indiqivs and secure their escor 
for the 150-mile march. 


It appears' that Captain Heald began 


•with mistake of promising everything 
'to the Indians, including the fort's larg 
supply of ammunition and provisions 
•which' to them meant especially whisk} 
"When Mr. Kinzie pointed out the foil 
of giving liquor and ammunition to sav 
ages already planning treachery, the cap 
tain threw the powder into a well an 


poured the barrel* of liquor into the 
Chicago river, where the Indians smelled 
it for days and considered that they had 
been betrayed. 


Without taking time to discuss nil 


the causes of his unpopularity with the 
soldiers and the historians, it may be 
said that, brave man though he was 
Captain Heald made several serious inis 
takes, so that the real hero-of that tra'gii 
15th of August was not the commander 
of the fort, but Capt. William Wells, his 
wife's uncle, the man for, whom Wells 
street was named and to whom.

ing -in the freshly spilt blood of their fellows, faced for so long a period and at so short a 


range the flaming rifles as they heralded the decrees of death. 


The heroism was confined to neither side.

ANtf vivid and picturesque descriptions of 


the fighting at the angle have been written, 
some by eye-witnesses, others by able his- 
torians, but no printed page, no cold type 


can convey to the mind the realities of that terrible 
conflict. 


The opposing forces fought like demons for 


twenty hours. Over the entrenchments they shot, 
stabbed and slashed at each other with the fury of 
fiends fresh from hell.' In the terrible musket fire 
trees, a foot and a half in diameter, were cut down, 
and still the contestants held on—the Confederates 
unable to drive tbe Federals, the Federals unable 
to drive the Confederates. 


The pity of it all was manifested by the shock- 


ing scene on that battlefield the nest day. This 
hitherto quiet spot of earth was devastated and cov- 
ered with tbe slain, weltering in tbeir own blooo!. 
Piles of dead lay around the veritable "Hell's Hole" 
on both sides of the entrenchments, four layers deep 
in some places, scattered and torn by bullets and 
hoofs and clubbed muskets, while beneath the layers 


of dead there could be seen tbe quivering limbs of 
those who still lived. 


The battle is said to have b^en tbe most awful 


in duration and intensify in modern times. Battle- 
line after batt!e:lme, bravely obeying orders, was 
annihilated. The entrenchments were shivered and 
shattered, trunks of trees carved into split brooms. 
Sometimes the contestants came so close together 
that their muskets met, muzzle to muzzle, and their 
flags almost intertwiced with each' other as thsy 
waved iu the breeze.

Spectacular use of nirshipB us battle ' 


scouts is thn big, new tiling in the mili- 
tary maneuvers now under way in Con- 
necticut and the vicinity of New York. 
Every modern invention known to war- 
faro is being brought into play in these 
sham battles between two corps of the 
United States army—and chief among 
them is the war flier. 


Interest in these unusual maneuvers 


centers chiefly in the aerial display— 
the fourth arm of defense and offense. 
Tho bomb-dropping ability of the nky 
squadrons will be given a severe test 
and they will be used for scouting pur- 
poses. 


But by far the greater interest in the 


sailors of the sky will revolve around a 
wonderful automatic rifle, invented by 
Lieut. Col. Isaac N. Lewis, of the coast 
artillery, which has been pronounced a 
success by ordnance officers and by the 


array aviators who have used it. 


This eim, which takes the aeroplano 


out of the class of scouts and trans- 
forms them Into veritoblo battleships, 
is an air cooled automatic, weighing hut 
25 pounds and ^ring without flame or 
smoko, 750 shots a minute, from ma- 
gazines containing CO cartridges each. 


The gun has been tested by Capt. 


Charles do Forest Chandler of the avia- 
tion corps, while flying 50 miles an 
hour and each" of the 
HO shots he dis- 


charged, found the target at which they 
were aimed. 


Unlike the rifles 
made to operate 


against or from an aeroplano, this arm 
can ho handled like an ordinary small 
calibre gun, firing from the shoulder. 
It fires a magazine in four seconds and 
but two seconds are required to re- 
place the empty- magazine with one 
containing a full round of ammunition.
